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Because so many students were absent 
during the winter of 1 890, the Des Moines 
Public School System initiated entrance 
into school at mid-year. This system, 
which resulted in both a June and Janu- 
ary graduating class, worked effectively 
until the I940's. At this time difficulties 
were realized in class scheduling and pro- 
viding two separate grades and classes. 
Shortly after East's present Senior A class 
first enrolled in school in January of 
1950, the system of mid-year entrance 
was discontinued. 

We present here a yearbook com- 
memorating the last mid-year graduat- 
ing class. 





Not only is he principal of East, but Mr. Wil- 
liams leads an interesting life out of school.

He 
received his B.S.E. at Drake University and his 
M.E. at Colorado State University. He has been 
teaching for 13 years, ten in Des Moines. Be- 
fore coming to East, Mr. Cooper was the D.E. 
Coordinator at Tech for nine years, then became 
vice-principal for one year. 

Mrs. Baal came to East during the fall of 1948 
as a homemaking teacher. In the fall of 1960, 
she became girls' adviser. Besides helping the 
girls with their problems, she supervises all Senior 
A activities, gives speeches to various women's 
organizations, and acts as third vice-president of 
the East High P.T.A.

The new city-wide three-track system in 
English and history is being employed the 
first time this semester. Students are grouped 
into (1) The "Advanced" group which delves 
more deeply and thoroughly into diverse sub- 
jects, (2) the "General" group, which was de- 
signed for the student with average interest, 
and (3) The "Basic" group, which deals more 
with basic subject matter in English and his- 
tory. 

Included in all groups are reports, research 
papers, and extra assignments.
